In order to apply for IRS 501(c)3 status we are requesting a formal resolution to amend the By
Laws and Artictes of Incorporation of the LGC. We have been advised that new language is

required as follows:
An addition to the By Laws under Article 1 below:

Section 1.4 Dissolution

Upon the dissolution of the corporation, assets shall be distributed for one or more exempt purposes within the
meaning of section 501(c)3 of the Internal Revenue code, or the corresponding section of any future federal tax
code, or shall be distributed to the federal government, or to a state or local government, for a public purpose.

Additional 1anguage to the Articles of Incorporation shown by underline below:

Article Xi) TAX MATTERS; DISSOLUTION

Paragraph 3:

iIf the Board of Directors determines by resolution that the purposes for which the Corporation was formed have
been substantially met and all bonds Issued by and all obligations incurred by the Corporation have been fully pald
or provision made for such payment, the Board shall execute a certificate of dissolution which states those facts
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and declares the Corporation dissolved in accordance with the requirements of Section.394:026 of the Texas Local
Government Cade, or with applicablelaw then in existence. In the event of dissolution or liquidation of the
Corporation, all assets will be turned over to the City and the County for deposit into such accounts or funds as the
City Council and the Commissioners Court shall direct'for a public purpose.

Article XIV'DIRECTED DISSOLUTION

The City Council and the Commissioners Court may at any time consider and approve resolutions directing the
Board of Directors to proceed with the dissolution of the Corporation, at which time the 8oard of Directors shal!
proceed with the dissolution of the Corporation in accordance with applicable state law. The failure of the Board of
Directors to proceed with the dissalution of the Corporation in accordance with this Section shall be deemed a
cause for the removal from office of any.or all of the Directors as permitted by Article VI of these Articles of
Incorporation. All assets will be turned over to the City and the County for depasit into such accounts or funds as
the City Council and The Commissioners Court shall direct for a public purpose.
